GSR 299 (E). —Whereas certain draft ru(es further to amend the Development Councils (Procedural) Rules, 1952, 
were published as required by sub-section (i) of section 30 of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 
1951), in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part 11, Section 3, Sub-Section (i) dated 21st June, 1996 under the Notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Policy and Promotion) No. GSR 250 (E), dated 
20th June, 1996, inviting objections or suggestions from all person likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of 60 days 
from the date of publication of the said Notification in the Official Gazette; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to public on the 5th July, 1996; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been received by the Central Government on the said draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 30 of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 
1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Development Councils 
(Procedural) Rules, 1952, namely >~

1 (1) These rules may be called the Development Councils (Procedural) Amendment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 2 of the Development Councils (Procedural) Rules, 1952 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), after clause 
(d), the following clause shall be inserted, namely, :— 

“(e) “Vice-Chairman” means a Vice-Chairman appointed or elected under these rules. 

3. In rule 4 of the said rules, after sub-rule (3), the following sub-sub-rules shall be inserted, namely :— 

(4) “If the Chairman of a Council is a Government official, a Vice-Chairman may be appointed to that Council by the 
Central Government from amongst the members of the Council who shall hold office for a period, not exceeding 2 
years, as may be specified by the Central Government, from the date of his appointment: 

Provided that no person shall hold office of Vice-Chairman after he has ceased to be Member of the Council. 

(5) The Vice-Chairman may resign his office by communication in writing and addressed to the Chairman of the 
Council concerned with a copy to the the Member-Secretary thereof. 

(6) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (4), the vacancy caused by the resignation of the Vice-chairman may be filled 
by the Central Government by appointment of another Member of the council as Vice-Chairman and the Vice- 
Chairman so appointed shall hold office for the remaining period of the term of the Vice-Chairman in whose place 
he is so appointed.” 

4. In rule 12 of the said rules,— 

(a) In sub-rule (1), after the word “Chairman”, the words “or in the absence of the Chairman, the Vice-Chairman", 
shall be substituled; 

(b) In sub-rule (3), the following shall be added at the end, namely : —- 

“Or where the Vice-Chairman is presiding over the meeting, of the Vice-Chairman.” 

5. In rule 13 of the said rules,— 

(a) for sub-rule (l), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely 

“(l)The Chairman, or in his absence the Vice-Chairman, shall preside over the meeting of a Council and where 
both the Chairman and Vice-Chairman are absent the Members present shall elect a Chairman from amongst 
themselves”; 

(b) In sub-rule (4), for the words “or the Members" the words “or if the Vice-Chairman” or any other Member is 
presiding, the Vice-Chairman or such Member, as the case may be” shall be substituted. 

6. In rule 15 of the said rules, for sub-rules (1) and (2), the following sub-rules shall be substituted, namely :— 

(1) “All acts and proceedings of a Council when endorsed by the Chairman or by the Vice-Chairman or Member- 
Secretary with the approval of Chairman shall be deemed to be true proceedings of the Council. 

(2) The Chairman or the Vice-Chairman or the Member-Secretary with the approval of the Chairman shall perform 
such of the functions as assigned to them on behalf of the Council in accordance with its decisions.”
